But I do not need money, and 
I'll never part with that mare She's a good 
annual, has speed as a trotter, and she 
weighs as much to a pound as when I started 
with her To-day I have ndden twenty-eight 
miles, but that is more than I generally 
make I travel mornings and evenings, and 
stop a long while at noon. I started with a 
side saddle, but it made the mare's back sore, 
so I traded it off for a mall's saddle At 
night I picket the mare, and lie close to the 
picket She can't move but I know it She 
getaway twice, though. Once I followed 
her afoot more than ten miles, and caught 
her in a herd of thirty horses." 


"What bedding have you in camping out?" 
"Nothing but that yellow slicker and the 


saddle blanket 
I haven't suffered from the 


cold, but it gets awful lonely sometimes at 
night, when the coyotes are howling." 


"Have you been annoyed by tramps?" 
"Notagraat deal I go back from the 


railroad at least two miles and avoid them. 
Once a tramp came upon me in a lonely 
place when I had the saddle off the mare,

Sensational Suicide of the Spanish 


Minister in New York. 


Particulars and Oanse of the Act- 


Political, Sensational, and In- 


dustrial Notes—Rational 


Interests. 


NEW YORK, July 30.— Senor Don Fran- 


(Isco Barca. Spanish minister to the United 
States, shot and killed himself In his rooms 
In the Albemsrle hotel, 
between two 


o'clock and sunriie yesterday morning. He 
left some twenty letters addressed to rela- 
tives and friends, and the contents of sev- 
eral of them indicate that bin debts were the 
cause of his suicide. He arrived In this 
city from Washington on July 20, accom- 
panied by Emanuel S. Juarez, his secreta- 
ry. He came to dispose of hie personal ef- 
fects, and was to have sailed with his wife 
and his unmarried daughter on Wednesday 
for Paris. He expected to leave them in 
Paris and to return to America alone. The 
trip was to have been made to afford his 
wife an opportunity to vitft their married 
daughter, Mme. * Isabella LaSalle. who is 
the wife of a French gentleman residing in 
Paris. 


Clerk Woodruff heard a dull report in 


the early morning. Ho thought It was the 
popping of the cork of a soda-water bottle 
in the bar-room. Secretary Juarez knocked 
at the door of 81 at 6 o'clock, and, getting 
no response, tried the door. He found it 
unlocked and walked In. The minister, 
dressed In his black suit,

A BIS SCHEME. 


How it la Propoood to Annex Chihuahua 


to the United States-Capitalists 'Want 
to Purchase Cuba. 


WASHINGTON, July 80.—The Sunday 


Herald of this city claims yesterday to have 
information concerning a big scheme, noth- 
ing less than the secession of the state of 
Chihuahua from the republic of Mexico 
and its union with the United States. The 
Herald says: ' 'Last Wednesday a meeting 
was held at a stock broker's offise on Broad 
street, New York, that may revolutionize 
Mexico. At it were some of the largest 
mine owners in Mexico, two capitalists, 
two gentlemen who made some figure in the 
war, a leading Texan Journalist aad other 
persons. The scheme proposed and dis- 
cussed was this:

in Chihuahua are to pronounce in ftn or of 
dissolving the relations between that state 
and Mexico, establish a local state govern-

One of the 
military men present said five thousand 
good men well aimed and drilled would 
hold the country and he would agree to 
laise 2,000.

The 
Herald says that Mr. Forbes, of Boston, is 
one of tbe leaders in the movement and that 
Augustus Schnell, Cyrus Field, Mr. Van- 
derbilt, Mr. C. J. Osborn. Mr. Cammock, 
Gen. Grant and a prominent 
Spanish- 


American firm will comprise the syndicate, 
Gen. Grant to be a kind of viceroy.''

In concerning a disregard of the Sunday 
law is taken into consideration, the ob- 
servance of the law among all classes was 
something remarkable. Very few of the 
retail merchants, who are accustomed to

Sunday, 
were 
at 
their 


usual posts, those who were there being 
promptly reported by the police. The only 
places found open, with a few exceptions, 
were the restaurants, hotels, livery stables 
and a number of beer saloons. Beer, milk 
and ice wagons rumbled along the streets 
with carriages and buggies containing pleas- 
ure-seekers. It was thought that after tbe 
declarations of the saloon-keepers to disre- 
gard the law and keep th*ir places open, 
every saloon in the city would bo opened to 
the public yesterday, but this was far from 
being the case. Not one-third of the sa- 
loons in the central part ot the city were 
open*. The very singular spectacle ot an 
observance of the law by the people who 
keep the lower order of saloons, was pre- 
sented In cDDtrast with the violation of the 
law by the men who claim to bo law-abid- 
ing citizens.

A FRIGHTFUL EXPERIENCE. 


Narrow Escape of Mr. David Blalodc, 
Wile and Daughter from Instant Death. 


Saturday evening between five and six 


o'clock, while on their way home, Mr. and 
Mrs. David Blalock and their daughter, 
Miss Ella, aged 20, met with a frightful 
experience aud narrow escape from death, 
about five miles southeast of Decatur, 
within a mile and a halt of the Blalock 
farm. They were seated in a light spring 
wagon, which was drawn by two rapid- 
going horses. Mr. Blalock, who is past 
60, was driving. When in front of Mr. 
John Miller's barn a pig ran out from the 
weeds to cross the road, and the moving 
porker so frightened the team that they 
shied with a quick plunge sideways, and 
Mr. Blalock -was thrown bead foremost 
from the wagon into the corner of a rail 
fence, narrowly missing a log which was 
struck by the wheels of the wagon. The 
lines hung trailing in the dost, and .the 
team tore ahead at break-neck speed, 
going down an incline between several 
large trees and turning south a quarter of 
a mile distant opposite the farm house of 
Mr. Thomas Price. As the turn was 
made Mrs. Blalock and her daughter, 
who were clasped in each other's arms, 
were thrown out of the wagon a distance 
of 15 or 20 feet, into a ditch. The whirl 
caused the tongue to be torn from the 
wagon and the team went wildly onward 
and ran into the Blalock barnyard. 


Mrs. Blalook was seriously bruised 


about the face and hips, and her daugh- 
ter's limbs were sprained, but no frac- 
tures resulted. Members of the Price 
family came to the rescue and Mrs. B. 
was taken indoors. Miss Ella, however, 
who was hardly able to move, managed 
to walk back to the point where her 
father was thrown out and on reaching 
his side she became so weak that she sank 
to the ground unable to stand. Mr. Bla- 
lock was still lying where he fell, and was 
apparently dead. Mrs. Miller and Mrs. 
Bell were the first to reach the scene of 
the accident, and soon Mr. Price and Mr. 
Miller came up. It was discovered that 
Mr. Blalock was still alive, and at once a 
rude stretcher was improvised on which 
the injured man was borne in an insensi- 
ble condition to Mr. Price's home, to 
which the daughter was also taken in Mrs. 
Bell's buggy. Dr. Booth, of Mt Zion, 
was summoned to attend the injured peo- 
ple. He made an examination of Mr. B. 
and found that he had received a deep 
cut on his forehead from which a great 
quantity of blood had flown, and that his 
breast was bruised by the fall. Ho ap- 
plied what remedies he could at the time, 
and also attended the ladies. Mr. Bla- 
lock did not^regam consciousness until 
Sunday morning, when he conversed a 
short time with Mr. Price. He supposed 
he was at his home, but at once realized 
that something terrible had happened. 
Sunday a BEPUBMOAN reporter visited 
the Price home and found Mr. Blalock 
sleeping quietly. The doctor had visited 
him and left ciders that he be not dis- 
turbed. Tt is tlio opinion of Dr. Booth 
that none of Mr. B's ribs are fractured 
though the strain on them was very great. 
He believes his patient will recover from 
the effects ot the shock in due time, unless 
he received internal injuries that have 
not yet developed. Mrs. Blalock was un- 
able to walk and could only be moved 
about in a chair, while Miss Ella felt like 
she had been thrown bodily against a 
fence. 


Miss Ella says that'after her father was 


thrown out she wanted to jump from the 
bounding wagon at the rear, and sug- 
gested this course to her mother, but she 
objected, and before they could form 
some other plan of escape from their per- 
ilous position, both found themselves ly- 
ing in the ditch, with the detached wagon 
but slightly damaged a few feet from 
them, and the team out of eight. There 
was a lot of glassware in the wagon that 
the family hod purchased while in Deca- 
tur, and pieces of the dozen goblets and 
a pitcher were found scatteied along the 
road to the Price corner. But one whole 
piece was left out of the tot, a goblet that 
had lodged in the grass at the roadside.
